Of Sacred Heart, 


Whiting, Resigns 


Fr. Herman Miller To 
Fill Post Vacated : 
Because Of II! Health 


Whiting — The Very. Reverend 
Monsignor George Moorman, pas- 
tor of Sacred Heart parish, here, 
has tendered his resignation be- 
cause of ill health, 


Monsignor Moorman has ren- 
dered long and splendid service to 
the Diocese of Fort Wayne, and as 
is known to most priests, was a 
most conscientious and zealous pas- 
tor. During his priesthood he was 
first assigned as assistant to the 
Cathedral; made pastor of the 
Immaculate Conception parish, 
Kendallville; transferred to Hun- 
tington to assist Father Noll both 
as assistant and as Associate Edi- 
tor of Our Sunday Visitor; was 
pastor of Besancon; of St. Joseph 
Parish, Logansport; of St. Mary’s, 
Michigan City, in all of which 
places he honored his priesthood 
and served the parish most suc- 
cessfully both in a spiritual and in 
a financial way. 

As is noted in the official col- 
umn, Msgr. Moorman is being suc- 
ceeded by the Rev. Herman J. 
Miller, pastor of Goshen, who, dur- 
ing the war and since, has been a 
promoter of Catholic rural life and 
the rural overseas program, Dur- 
ing the past year Father Miller en- 
larged his church at Goshen and 
re-opened a school that had been 
closed for some time. He also 
built a church at Bristol which was 
attended from Goshen as a mission, 
but which, last July, was attached 
to Elkhart, and is now taken care 
of by one of the assistants there.

Only Protestant Countries 
West Of Iron Curtain 
Are Led By Others 


Basel, Switzerland — (NC)— 
With the appointment of Georges 
Bidault as the new Premier of 
France, which followed the recent 
election of Dr. Konrad-Adenauer 
as Chancellor of Western Germany, 
Catholics are now at the helm of 
the majority of European countries 
west of the Iron Curtain as pre- 
miers or vice-premiers, as survey 
shows. 


The only exceptions are the tra- 
ditionally Protestant nations of 
Scandinavia —- Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden—and Great Britain, 
Finland, Greece, Iceland and Swit- 
zeriland. In the latter country, 
however, two Catholics are mem- 
bers of the Federal Council, which 
constitutes the Cabinet and whose 
members have equal authority, 
with the presidency alternating 
among them annually.

Dr. Ernest C. Colwell, President Of 
Chicago University, States Faith And 
Morals Importatnt To Education 


Durham, N. C.—(NC)—American universities “throw 
their weight against religion by disclaiming involvement in 
religious. matters,” Dr, Ernest C. Colwell, president of the 
University of Chicago, asserted here. 

Faculty attitudes “of indifference or carefully controlled 
neutrality” lead students to conclude that education “is an 


area that does not need religion,’ > 


he declared. Carrying this notion 
into the business world, the grad- 
uate is “easily persuaded that busi- 
nes does not need religion either,” 
and as a result religion “is pro- 


gressively banished from all the 
important areas of living,’ Dr. 
Colwell said. 


The Chicago educator spoke at 
the close of a three-day inaugural 
ceremony at Duke University for 
Dr. Arthur Hollis Edens, newly- 
installed Duke president. 


“The strange twist which has 
been given to the separation of 
church and state” is one reason 
for the non-committal attitude to- 
ward religion, Dr. Colwell declared. 


“What began as a repudiation 
oi: one established church support- 
ed by the state has become a ban 
upon religion in ‘the activities of 
ed state-supported institution,” he 
said. 


If “tolerance” toward d:fferent 
faiths means elimination of relig- 
ion in education, the state should 
“seriously consider whether toler- 
ance can conceivably be as im- 
portant to the continued existence 
of the country as religious faith,” 
he maintained. 


Moreover, he continued, “no re- 
ligion will tolerate a definition of 
the service of God that merely puts 
it on a level with the indiscrim- 
inate accumulation of information.” 

Religion and morals must become 
“the important and pervasive el- 
ement in all education and inquiry,” 
Dr. Colwell said, and the univer- 
sity’s own confession of faith will 

a major support in creating 
faith for students. 


Fr. Lombardi To 
Preach ‘Love Crusade’ 
In All Rome Churches 


Rome—(Radio, NC)—The noted 
Italian Jesuit preacher, the Rev. 
Riccardo Lombardi, will preach his 
crusade of love to the entire city 
of Rome in a series of sermons 
from November 11 to December 6 
as a preparation for the Holy Year. 
This was announced by the Vicar 
General of the Rome See, His Em- 
inence Francesco Cardinal Mar- 
chetti-Selvaggiani. 

Father Lombardi will preach in 
the patriarchal Basilica of St. 
Mary Major and a network will 
carry his words to Rome’s other 
parish churches, which are equipp- 
ed with loudspeakers. He will 
preach three times a week®Sunday, 
Tuesday and Friday evenings.

“A code was necessary, said 
Dr. Ellis, in order to have some 
norm of morality; a yardstick as 
a standard of measurement, which 
would work for the good of all 
just as the code of the Legion of 
Decency had done for the movies. 
Aye, there was the rub, for, said 
Mr. Breger, the code had ruined 
the movie industry. The cartoon- 
ists let the panel know that 
they were frequently happy with 
the present censorship within 
their own circles.

Women’s Opportunity 
For Moral Leadership 
Stressed At Institute 


New York—(NC)—The moral 
leadership that can be furnished 
by Catholic women in the world’s 


struggle toward peace was empha- 
sized in the opening addresses of 
the four-day institute on United 
Nations, which is sponsored by the 
Committee on International Rela- 
tions of the National Council of 
Catholic Women. Forty-eight wo- 
men from 12 dioceses attended the 
sessions, 


Dr. Charles Malik, Lebanon’s 
Minister to the United States and 
his country’s delegate to the 
United Nations, said in his address 
that materialism is more deeply 
rooted in the human personality 
than marxism, and is, therefore, 
more dangerous. He stressed the 
need for United States moral 
leadership. 


_ Bishop Joseph F. Flannelly, Aux- 
iliary of New York and honorary 
episcopal chairman of the. insti- 
tute, echoed Dr. Malik’s plea, say- 
ing: “I am sure that as Catholic 
women you can give that moral 
leadership. It consists in helping 
humanity understand that the 
world is one great family.” 

Bishop Flannelly, speaking on 
the prevailing secularism, said: 
“Nations are still selfish. They 
have a desire for peace and are 
willing to subscribe to a code, but 
when it comes to themselves they 
say: ‘Just a minute.” That applies 
to everybody else but not te me.’”

Is No Salvation? 


HEORETICALLY it is very sound doctrine that there 

can be no salvation outside of the one Church of Christ. 
But it needs the proper interpretation, because just as it 
does not mean that all Catholics will be saved, so it does 
not mean that every person who is not a Catholic will be 
eternally lost. 


The Son of God came down from Heaven to be “the 
way, the truth and the life’ for all mankind. “The way” 
was taught by His own example. The “truth” was to be 
taught through His Church. The “life” through the Sacra- 
ments which alone impart that supernatural or divine life 
which we need to reach the supernatural end or a divine 
order in eternity. 


In the Old Law God established one religion which was 
to last nearly 2,000 years or until the coming of Christ, 
Who would not “destroy” it, but “fulfill” it, or supplement 
it, ennoble it, and have it brought to men of all nations. 


St. Matthew frequently speaks of Christ’s Church as 
“The Kingdom of Heaven” on earth, and His plan was that 
men should reach the Kingdom of Heaven above through 
His Kingdom down here. He founded this Church in person 
and, therefore, it became a divine work. He promised to 
remain with it “all days even unto the end of the world.”, 
He promised to send the Holy Spirit, also God, into it as its 
supernatural Life-giving Principle so that it became a living 
thing, a divine organism, and so that its members might 
draw by contact with it divine life, that “life in Christ and 
Christ in them.” 


There Must Be A Divine Founder 


It should be very clear to every unprejudiced person 
that no man could found a divine religion which could lead 
to a divine destiny. Yet there are hundreds of such human 
religions, counting in the aggregate about 160,000,000 
people in the world. Most of them are “nominal” members 
only because they have lacked religious instruction, and 
because. their respective sects have nothing divine to give 
them except lessons drawn from the Bible. 


There are also numerous people belonging to Protes-

And he says it is generally 
admitted nowadays that they can 
pray for us. On the one hand, they 
are bound to us by ties of love and 
they know at least in a general way 
that we are in constant danger, for- 
ever in need of God’s help; further- 
more, they know in a general way, 
and perhaps by a specia] revelation 
from God, that we are praying for 
them, Hence, they pray for us out 
of gratitude, and’ since they are 
especially beloved by God, there is 
no reason why their prayers for us 
should not be heard. 

St. Alphonsus says that “the 
souls in purgatory, being loved by 
God and confirmed in grace, have 
absolutely no impediment to pre- 
vent them from praying for us. 


Still the Church does not in- 
voke them or implore _ their 
intercession, because ordinarily 


they have no cognizance of 
our prayers. But we may pious- 
ly believe that God makes our pray- 
ers known to them.” St. Alphonsus 
speaks of St. Catherine of Bologna 
who “whenever she desired any 
favour had recourse to the souls 
in purgatory, and was immediate- 
ly heard.” 

Many Catholics nowadays de- 
pend on the poor souls for favors. 
It is almost proverbial (like St. 
Anthony and lost articles) that the 
suffering souls will awaken one at 
whatever hour one wants to get 
up — especially if it is to assist at 
Mass. 

One venerable priest writes us 
that recently in a terrible storm, 
hig church and rectory were threat- 
ened with destruction. 

“At the height of the storm,” 
he says, “I prayed to the poor souls 
and my church was spared, I have 
felt their power in other instances.” 

Why not prayer to the poor souls, 
then? The Church does not forbid 
it. The practice seems to us a clear 
ease of everything to gain, nothing 
to lose. 

._ Heroic Act Of Charity 


As a postscript, we might rec- 
ommend the heroic act of charity 
to our readers, This is an act of 
devotion, approved by the Church, 
by which a person offers up all his 
own works of satisfaction, with all 
those that may -be offered for him 
after his death: these he offers to 
God for the relief of the poor souls 
in purgatory. We don’t offer the 
merit, understand. That is so per- 
sonal a thing that it can’t be alien- 
ated. We are concerned simply with 
the satisfactory value of our pray- 
ers and good works, our indul- 
gences. This strikes us as being 
supernatural prudence of a high 
order—something like putting mon- 
ey out at interest. Such an act 
does not bind us under penalty of 
sin and it may be recalled at any 
time. 


In return, to those who make 
the heroic act, the Church grants 
a plenary indulgence (applicable to 
the poor souls in accordance with 
their promise) every time they re- 
ceive Communion, or every Monday 
on which they hear Mass for the 
deceased, provided they visit some 
church and there pray for the in- 
tentions of the Holy Father. Fur- 
ther, each and every indulgence 
they gain can be applied to the 
poor souls. 

Priests who make this act gain 
the personal indult of a privileged 
altar as often as they celebrate 
Mass. 

There is no room for fear, since 
this heroic act greatly increases our 
merit. And what is the suffering 
of purgatory compared with the 
increase in merit? The pain is over 
in one day, but our merits abide with 
us through eternity. Nor need we 
fear that, if we make this act, God 
will leave us long in purgatory. He 
is not outdone in generosity,

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Who Are These 
‘Religious Liberals’? 


NEWS item from Amsterdam 

reports a meeting of 170 dele- 
ates from the American Unitar- 
an Association, the Universalist 
Church of America, the General 
Assembly of the Unitarian and 
Free Christian Churches of Eng-/ 
land, the Free Church Union of 
Denmark, the Union of Liberal 
Christian Women, and of other 
liberal church groups ‘n Belgium, 
France, Holland, rmany, Swit- 
zerland and Sweden. In the re- 
port it is charged that “the fail- 
ure of Christians in the past to 
create a society based on Chris- 
tian principles has resulted in the 
Church ceasing to be the spiritual 
leader of men today in the 
struggle for a free society.” 


Since the Unitarians reject the 
divinity of Christ, they are cer- 
tainly pretty “liberal” in their 
thinking; hence we just wonder 
how they can talk about “Christian 
rinciples.” Christ did not declare 
hristian principles as a man only 
delegated by God as prophets of 
the Old Law were delegated, but 
as one speaking with authority be- 
eause He was God Himself. 


Assuming that God speaks at all, 
man, the creature, abselutely sub- 
servient to Him, cannot be liberal 
towards His authority. Man must 
accept that authority or take the 
consequences, 

A section of the meeting dealing 
with “Religious Education,” pre- 
sented a report which recommend- 
ed: (1) that liberal theological 
schools and seminaries include in 
their curriculum child and youth 
psychology and religious education; 
(2) that a more concentrated 
effort be made to get lay instruc- 
tors for religious education; and 
(3) that more religious instruction 
be carried on in the homes. 

Again we wonder what sort of 
religious instruction would be 
taught in “liberal theological 
schools and seminaries”; what sort 
of religious instruction would be 
imparted by “lay instructors”; and 
what sort of religious instruction 
would be carried on in the homes. 
Would it be instruction which at- 
tacks the very foundation of 
Christianity, namely, the divinity 
of Christ?

Like most Catholics, I have ask- 
ed myself that question, too. Many 


as it probably has entered the minds 
of people more saintly and better 
trained than I. To answer those 
doubts. I long ago weighed the 
merits and demerits of the Cath- 
colic Church, and formulated for 
myself the answers to, “Why I 
am a Catholic.” But 1 learned as 
I grew and studied and observed, 
that more reasons constantly ap- 
peared to me Now there are 


}maturity my faith has grown 
stronger. But a few reasons ap- 
peal to me more ‘than the others. 
These are the ones that exert the 
profoundest influence on me. 


Born In Faith 


First, of course, was the fact 
that I was born in the Church and 
educated in her schools. It is more 
than continuing a pleasant custom 
l was raised under; my respect 
for my parents is profound, and 
their reasons for accepting the 
Catholic Church are reasons that 
impress me. A Catholic educa- 
tion was an advantage not given 
to everyone, and one | am grate- 
ful for. ' 


As I grew older, and found that 
history books by different authors 
did. not always agree, I learned 
to do some thinking for myself. I 
even did a little amateur research 
into the history of all the churches 
that made any sense at all. It 
seemed rather elementary that a 
ehurch ought to be founded by

Among the oriental religions I 
found an abiding faith in a uni- 
versal God closer to the Catholic 
idea than anything else. But it 
was only close, and only the Cath- 
olic Church stood the test of 
thorough investigation. 


Like Fond Parent 


The logical and well-documented 
history of the Church led me to 
reason Number Three—her firm, 
but loving, discipline. I have to 
receive the Sacraments; I have to 
go to Mass regularly. Although 
my spirit often rebels on a Sun- 
day morning, I know the discipline 
is good for me, Just as in the 
last war, drill, K.P. and strict in- 
spections were very hard to take 
—yet without them I should have 
been a very poor soldier. So Moth- 
er Church’s: discipline—which is 
that of a fond parent and not a 
harsh martinet—is good for me. 
It actually makes it easier for me 
to remain steadfast. 

To compensate for the discipline, 
if compensation be needed, there is 
the Catholic Church’s all-pervading 
beauty. Her architecture appeals 
to me; her paintings and statuary 
are beautiful .beyond words; the 
vestments of a priest at Mass 
haye an esthetic appeal to the eye 
quite lacking in other churches. 
Since I am no art critic, I accept 
the judgment of those better quali- 
fied to pass on the beauty of the 
Church’s works of art. 

In the field of literature, where 
I am more at home, I found a 
beauty unsurpassed. The Bible 
is among our loveliest of books, 
considered solely as_ literature.

Lesson From The Liturgy

Boomerang 


This is not to say that we. need 
be entirely unconcerned . about 
personal, benefits. The very gener- 
osity of our ee es will be 
the assurance of rich blessings. 
This is beautifully brought out in 
the Preface (anc ently called the 
Eucharistic hymn). “It is truly 
meet and just, right and availing 
unto salvation, that we should at 
all times and in all places give 
thanks unto Thee.” Perhaps in our 
humanly self-centered way of 
thinking, we imagine that some- 
how our prayers of thanks are a 


do all the giving and God does all 
the receiving. Actually, in every 
prayer of thanks, we are ultimate- 
ly on the receiving end. The words 
of the Preface show that our 
thanking God is a sort of boomer- 
ang that unfailingly returns to us 
loaded with blessings. “It is avail- 
ing to salvation.” We never thank 
God without coming away person- 
ally enriched; every expression of 
gratitude to Him redounds to our 
own interests, boosts us along the 
path to heaven, “is availing to sal- 
vation.” 


Particularly instructive’is one of 
the prayers following the priest’s 
Communion with the Sacred Host. 
The celebrant says, “What shall I 
render to the Lord for all He has 
rendered to me?”—beautiful and 
humble admission of our inability 
ever to thank God adequately. And 
then he answers his own question 
by continuing with the psalm 
verse, “I will take the chalice of 
salvation.” Thereupon he receives 
the Precious Blood ... As if to 
say: the best way of thanking God 
for His gifts is to continue to use 
them. If you gave someone a very 
precious gift, say a fine watch, 
anc he never bothers to use it, 
how much appreciation would you 
say he had for it? A very reliable 
gauge of our gratitude for God’s 
gifts is the extent to which we use 
them or neglect them. 


What shall we thank God for? It 
would be easier to state what we 
should not thank Him for. “Or 
what hast thou that thou hast not 
received? ... You are all filled! 
You are already made rich!” (I 
Cor. 3, 7-8). To single out just a 
few things. There is the inestim- 
able grace of Baptism. Maybe we 
take it for granted. But it is a 
free gift of God, and we ought to 
recognize our indebtedness to Him 
for it. And so the other Sacra- 
ments. Think of the many times 
we have come away from the trib- 
unal of Penance, cleansed of the 
leprosy of sin. (Do we thank God 
after Confession for His mercy in 
forgiving our sins?) And then 
there are the countless times He 
has come to us in the Holy Euch- 
arist. (Are we too busy to take 
time out for an honest-to-goodness 
thanksgiving after receiving this 
Gift of God’s love, which is nothing 
less than Himself?)

That 
God has made His truths evident 
to us beyond the perception of our 
senses is a modern recurrent mira- 
cle. Why He gives faith to some 
and not to all is a mystery of the 
Divine goodness. I am grateful 
for it.

When a parent insists that 
a child is being corrupted by a 
teacher, the parent should pro- 
test to the school authorities and 
exert every available means to 
defend his child. As Commu-

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Well-Stocked German Shop Windows 
Indicate Lack Of Buying-Power, Not 


Oe 


Vineland, N. J. —(NC)—Pri- 
vate American charity in 1946 
kept millions of starving Ger- 
mans alive and “this charity, 
with the emphasis shifted from 
food to clothes, is still urgently 
needed,” Dr. Austin J. APP, 
English professor at La Salle 
college, Philadelphia, told the St. 
Pascal Tabernacle society of 
Sacred Heart church here in des- 
cribing German’s needs today. 


The critical starvation condit- 
ions of a few years ago, Dr. App 
said, have been overcome in Ger- 
many and Austria, but under- 
nourishment and poverty still 
are plentiful, especially among 
the 12,000,000 expellees in Ger- 
many. 


“The well-stocked shop win- 
dows,” Dr. App said, “which so 
impress tourists mean rather 
that the people do not have the 
money to buy the things than 
that there is plenty of every- 
thing. The rations for meat and 
for ‘aid recently were doubled, 
showing that things are improv- 
ing, but even after doubling they 
only allow one half pound a week 
to each persons and about one- 
fourth of the people cannot af- 
ford to buy even that little quota. 
Rice and cocoa are unobtainable, 
and tea and coffee cost about $3 
a pound. A German has to work 
four times as long for a loaf of 
bread than an Englishman or an 
American.” 


Dr. App said that while visit- 
ing Germany he met Bishop Al- 
oisius J. Muench of Fargo, head 
of the Papal Relief Mission in 
Germany. He said the prelate 
usked him to tell the American 
people to continue to send cloth-

Vienna Orphans At 
Christmas Time 


Vienna—(NC) — Nearly 10,000 
blind, crippled and orphaned chil- 
dren, and the aged and destitute of 
Vienna will be helped at Christ- 
mastime this year by Americans 
stationed here and in other parts 
of Austria. 


In the fourth annual Christmas 
program of United States Forces 
in Austria, schools, social and civic 
organizations, Red Cross chapters 
and department stores in the 
United States are being sent let- 
ters from USFA headquarters, 
asking for aid. 


It is planned to hold Christmas 
parties, complete with gifts of 
toys, candy and clothing at - 35 
children’s homes, many of them 
Catholic institutions. People in 
nine homes for the aged will be 
given clothing, warm slippers and 
a good Christmas dinner. Four 
hundred of Vienna’s _ neediest 
families will also receive gifts of 
food and clothing.

A priest who, within the last 
eight months, received an appoint- 
ment from his pastor to establish a 
CYO Center im the parish “in order 
to keep the young people ‘within 
the shadow’ of their parish church,” 
writes to tell us he is having lots 
of fun in the pursuit of his new 
labor, even though he loses some 
sleep occassionally answering the 
late or early telephone calls of be- 
wildered parents. 

“Four hours ago at 3 a.m., we 
tumbled out of bed to tell an under- 
standably distracted mother that 
we had last seen her missing boy 
at 7 p.m., and that to the best of 
our knowledge he was not sleeping 
soundly on the billiard table in our 
club rooms.” 


“The dramatic incident of our 
interrupted rest,” continues this 
same priest, “stirs up to cry weak- 
ly to the absent satchel-eyed one: 
‘Child, why don’t you go home in 
the p.m. instead of the a.m.? And 
tell all the rest of the stupified 
children to go home too. And tell 
your mother and theirs that we are 
old fashioned, irascible, slightly 
touched and queer. We sleep at 
nights and work by days. We do 
not conduct a refuge for night 
walkers, somnambulists, vampires 
and insomniacs. Nor a bureau of 


missing persons. Nor a rescue 
mission.’ ” 
Youth! Excuse this raucous 


shouting on our part, please. But 
remember that this senseless early 
morning loafing is bad for health 
because the adolescent cannot take 
it; bad for morals, because night 
brings more temptations and less 
vigilant supervision; hazardous to 
life and limb, because fatigue 
makes careless drivers; destructive 
of school or job success, because be- 
fogged minds don’t work well. 

We almost feel like proposing a 
progressive curfew to this young 
priest with his CYO Center 
troubles. Fifteen year olds should 
be in at 8:00; sixteen at 8:30: etc., 
with the last holing in at 11:30. 
Maybe our proposed ordinance 
should provide small fines for the 
children but confinement in the 
workhouse for the parents. Or 
something equally as effective.

‘ACTU’ Told To 
Apply Doctrine Of 
Christ's Kingship 


Detroit—(NC)—“The purpose of 
ACTU is to try to apply the doc- 
trine of the Kingship of Christ to 
one of the most important areas 
of society—the area of economic 
and industrial life,” Rev. George 
Higgins, Assistant Director of the 
Social Action Department, N.C.W. 
C., said in an address delivered to 
the annual convention of the De- 
troit Chapter of the Association 
of Catholic Trade Unionists. 


Father Higgins stressed in his 
talk that ACTU is not a political 
pressure group or a “negatively 
anti-communist organization,” but 
a band of men and women trying 
to permeate the “economic and in- 
dustrial life with the principles of 
Christ.” Specifying the various 
tphases of activity through which 
ACTU has been striving to carry 
out its purpose, Father Higgins 
emphasized their work in popu- 
larizing the philosophy of the In- 
dustry Council Plan. He said that 
this part of their work was the 
“heart and soul of ACTU’s pro- 
gram.” ~~“ 


Father Higgins told the group 
that members of ACTU must keep 
reminding themselves that their 
purpose is to put Christ the King 
and His principles into the eco- 
nomic and industrial field, that 
“they are Catholic laymen who be- 
lieve that in Christ alone is the 
salvation not only of the individual] 
but of society as well.” 


The priest encouraged the group 
to continue their efforts to spread 
the principles of Christ and in 
particular to stress that part of 
their program intended to popu- 
larize the philosophy of the Indus- 
try Council Plan. “The economy 
of the United States is in a pro- 
cess of change,” he said, “in the 
process of making up its mind 
which way to go. ACTU is helping 
it to change for the better by 
faithfully propagating the philos- 
ophy of economic democracy which 
is the underlying philosophy of the 
Industry Council Plan.”

A priest who, within the last 
eight months, received an appoint- 
ment from his pastor to establish a 
CYO Center im the parish “in order 
to keep the young people ‘within 
the shadow’ of their parish church,” 
writes to tell us he is having lots 
of fun in the pursuit of his new 
labor, even though he loses some 
sleep occassionally answering the 
late or early telephone calls of be- 
wildered parents. 

“Four hours ago at 3 a.m. we 
tumbled out of bed to tell an under- 
standably distracted mother that 
we had last seen her missing boy 
at 7 p.m., and that te the best of 
our knowledge he was not sleeping 
soundly on the billiard table in our 
club rooms.” 


“The dramatic incident of our 
interrupted rest,” continues this 
same priest, “stirs up to cry weak- 
ly to the absent satchel-eyed one: 
‘Child, why don’t you go home in 
the p.m. instead of the a.m.? And 
tell all the rest of the stupified 
children to go home too. A 
your mother and theirs that we are 
old fashioned, irascible, slightly 
touched and queer. We sleep at 
nights and work by days. We do 
net conduct a refuge for night 
walkers, somnambulists, vampires 
and insomniacs. Nor a bureau of 
missing persons. Nor a rescue 
mission.’ ” 

Youth! Excuse this raucous 
shouting on our part, please. But 
remember that this senseless early 
morning loafing is bad for health 
because the adolescent cannot take 
it; bad for morals, because night 
brings more temptations and less 
vigilant supervision; hazardous to 
life and limb, because fatigue 
makes careless drivers: destructive 
of school or job success, because be- 
fogged minds don’t work well. 

We almost feel like proposing a 
progressive curfew to this young 
priest with his CYO Center 
troubles. Fifteen year olds should 
be in at 8:00; sixteen at 8:30: etc., 
with the last holing in at 11:30. 
Maybe our proposed ordinance 
should provide small fines for the 
children but confinement in the 
workhouse for the parents. Or 
something equally as effective.
